CONDEMNED WOMAN 
STARVES HERSELF TO 
DEATH IN PRISON 


Texas Murderer Had Eaten 
Only Three Times in 
37 Days.

LAGRANGE, Tex., Aug. 24.—By 
starving herself to death, Mrs. Ma- 
ria Dach, 36-year-old farm woman,’ 
cheated the electric chair today of 
the penalty imposed for the mur- 
der of Henry Stoever, her 58-year- 
old helper. 

Convicted of the slaying in May, 
Mrs. Dach began refusing food al- 
most at once and her weight 
dropped steadily from 200 pounds 
at the time of the, trial until she 
weighed only 100 pounds when she 
died last night in her jail cell. 
Officers said death was cue to an 
intermittent fast she imposed on 
herself. She had eaten only three 
meals in 37 days and then only nib- 
bled at the food brought to her. 
She was awaiting the result of an 
appes| from the death sentence 
when she died. The burned remains 
of Stoever’s body were found buried 
in a pit in Mrs. Dach’s back yard 
by Sheriff Loessin on April 16. At 
first she maintained that Stoever 
killed himself and that she burned 
and buried the body. Later she al- 
tered the confession, claiming she 
shot Stoever as he slept because he 
had attacked her last December.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Plans 
for recovering hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in unlisted gold now 
held in this country have been sub- 
mitted to President Roosevelt by 
Attorney-General Cummings, who 
has completed investigation of 
known gold holders. | 
The Attorney-General said today 


that while no accurate figures of 
the unlisted gold were available, it 
had been estimated as high as 
$500,000,000 and that he proposed to 
go after it in a determined way. 

He said he was not at liberty to 
discuss the question further, as he 
had submitted his recommenda- 
tions to the President. 

He said that in the list 40 “out- 
right objectors” holding approxi- 
mately $373,000,000 had refused to 
turn it in and 24 “stood pat,” refus- 
ing to affirm or deny they had gold 
amounting to $478,000. 

In all, 366 persons holding $1,- 
393,734 had refused to return it, he 
added, but 203 of them claimed to 
have distributed it among relatives 
and friends, none of whom now 
held more than the lawful amount. 

Cummins said that after a final 
check of the “obstinate ones” the 
Department of Justice would take 
action. 


ROOSEVELT DRIVES THROUGH 
RAIN TO GALL ON HIS UNCLE 


Woodin Will Be Guest of President 
Tonight; Will Discuss Retain- 
ing Office.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 24.— 
President Roosevelt disregarded a 
driving rain today and made a sur- 
prise motor trip across the Hud- 
son to have luncheon with his 
uncle, Frederick A. Delano, of 
Washington, who has a residence 
near Newburgh.

Private practitioners were called 
on to join local, State and Federal 
authorities and scientists in the ef- 
fort to block the epidemic today in 
a notice by Health Commissioner 
Bredeck.

Pullman Car in Stream. 


A mail car and a coach were 
hurled ahead of the engine, diagon- 
ally across the tracks. A Pullman 
car was thrown into the stream and 
partly submerged, but several pas- 
sengers managed to escape. 

Four other cars hung precariously 
to the roadbed... Two cars, off the 
track, 
stream, partly submerged, and only 
the pull of the cars in front and 
behind saved them from toppling 
into the water. 

Ben Johnson, railroad employe, 
who had been riding in the engine 
cab, was pulled out of the sunken 
compartment. 

There were conflicting reports as | 
to the speed of the train. Officers 
of the road said the train had been 
proceeding under reduced speed or- 
ders. Several of those on board 
the train said it.was their impres- 
sion that it had been moving at a 
high rate of speed in order .to make 
up part of the hour it was behind 
schedule. 

All the cars were severely 
smashed, showing that they had 
hit with considerable force. 

All Passengers Taken Out. 

Dr. Martin J. Keane, Riverdale, 
Md., who took charge of the rescue 
work, said all the passengers had 
been taken out. 

After going over the wreck, Dr. 
Keane kicked in the window of the 
mail car to get out the mail clerks 
and there found two clerks calmly 
sorting mail, even though badly 
shaken up by the wreck. 

One man told Dr. Keane after he 
had been pulled from his berth that 
he had slept through the wreck 
and knew nothing of it until aw24- 
ened by the rescuers. 

The wreck occurred along a desc- 
late stretch of track where water 
poured along ‘both. sides of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad’s double 
track right-of-way. : 

The Eastern branch, which has 
blocked highways leading into 
Washington from the Northeast, 
was flooding along under the 
tracks at an unusually high gauge 
as the limited came on to the weak- 
ened structure. The branch, ordi- 
narily carrying so little water that 
it can. be waded, was only a few 
feet below the rails when the en- 
gine struck the part where the 
piles had been either weakened or 
washed away. | 

One theory was that dredging a 
hundred yards or so below the 
bridge. had permitted the gravel 
around the foundation of the piles 
to wash away and let them go out.

50-Mile-an-Hour Wind.

Nearly 
every community in Nassau County, 
Long Island, was plunged into dark- 
ness last’ night as power lines fell. 

Windows ali over New York City 
were broken as the wind, measured 
at the top of the Empire State 
Building, reached a velocity of 90 
miles an hour last night. 

Barnegat Light, n the New Jer- 
sey coast, was endangered by the 
waves, while off Stone Harbor, N. 
J. coast guardsmen were trying 
to penetrate the fog to reach an 
unidentified vessel believed to be 
in distress. 

The Dupont highway in Delaware 
was closed from Dover to Salis- 
bury when three bridges were torn 
away. In many places communica- 
tion wires snapped like threads. 

A lumber shanty .nd a telegraph 
pole, blown, across the Erie tracks 
near Belleville, N. J., almost 
wrecked a train, but two boys 
flagged the train in time. 

A man was electrocuted at At- 
lantic City, N. J. when he stepped 
on a fallen wire. 

The seas shattered a pavilion at 
Wildwood, N. J., and sent wealthy 
summer residents of Cape May, N. 
J., fleeing from their homes. Ma- 
rines patrolled the -latter town, 
v-here fallen electric wires in pitch 
dark street threatened lives. A 
300-foot pier was swept away. 

Fear that the death list might 
mount swiftly grew as calls for aid 
came from communities menaced 
by waves or floods resulting from 
record-breaking rains. 

Calis In Aid In Maryland. 

Frantic calls for Coast Guard aid 
reached Washington from half a 
dozen Maryland towns where 100 
families were marooned and report- 
ed in deadly peril. On Maryland’s 
lower Eastern shore overflowing 
rivers marooned hundreds of peo- 
ple on their second floors. Crops 
were leveled there and elsewhere.

Virtually all of 
the three-mile boardwilk has been 
destroyed and the ocean is sweep- 
ing through every building on the 
island, said the dispatch, which 
was signed by Charles J. Truitt of 
the Salisbury Times. Many fish- 
ermen’s residences and concessions 
have been wrecked.

Official opinion, supported by 
first trade reactions, leaned to the 
vidw that both industries, like steel 
before them, would take the codes 
readily enough and then seek to 
work out their “open shop” policies 
with the employes at home. But 
the phrase “open shop” had been 
rejected by the NRA together with 
“closed shop” as words which “can- 
not be written into the law.” 

This was done in an official state- 
ment, signed jointly by Administra- 
tor Hugh S. Johnson and his gen- 
eral counsel, Donald Richberg, 
which stated that the industrial 
law’s recognition of the “right to 
organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing” cannot be “circum- 
scribed, affected or foreclosed by 
anyone writing his own interpreta- 
tion into any code or agreement.” 

This statement was said to have 
the official approval of William 

reen, president of the American 

ederation of Labor, and Dr. Leo 
Wolman, chairman of NRA’s labor 
advisory board, of which Green also 
is a member. 
Wage Question Remains. 

The interpretation brought expres- 
sions of satisfaction also from some 
employers, although there was no 
promise that it would clear the road 
to immediate acceptance of codes. 
In coal, particularly, the minimum 
wage question remained acute; so 
was the demand of the United Mine 
Workers for insertion of “check off” 


provisions by which union dues are 
deducted from pay envelopes when 
the workers get them. 

In an address to the nation last 
night, Johnson mainly appealed to 
confidence as the one sure restorer 
of prosperity. He reported more 
than a million and a half voluntary 
blue eagle agreements. had been 
signed, that they continued to 
pour in at a million a month rate, 
while “practically” the whole of 
American industry and commerce 
have submitted codes for public 
hearings.” 

Another Conference Sought. 

Automobile manufacturers sought 
a conference with Johnson today 
for a further clarification of the 
action in ruling the “open shop” 


‘clause out of codes. 


Johnson’s decision last night 
came a few hour after Donaldson 
Brown, vice-president of . General 
Motors and chairman of the Code 
Committee of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, had 
submitted a revised proposal to 
Robert W. Lea, a deputy adminis- 
trator. 

The labor clause of the automo- 
bile code, which originally provided 
that employers might continue the 
open shop policy, was changed to 
add, after a paragraph providing 
for collective’ bargaining: 

“Under the foregoing provisions, 
any employer in the industry may 
operate under an open shop policy, 
which is hereby defined to mean 
the selection, retention or advance- 
ment of employes on the basis of 
individual merit without regard to 
their affiliation or non-affiliation 
with any labor or other organiza- 
tion.” 

Brown said the language was in- 
tended to eliminate confusion. 


PRIEST DROWNED ATTEMPTING 
TO RESCUE FIVE IN FLOOD 


Disappears After Boat Overturns at 
Mount Tremper, N. Y.; His 
Companion Saved. 
MOUNT TREMPER, N. Y., Aug. 


24—Father James Healey of New 


York City, a Catholic priest, was 
believed to have been drowned to- 
day when trying to rescue three 
women tourists and two children 
marooned in the rising flood. of 
Esopus Creek.

$20,000 to Build Water 
Plant.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24. ~ The 
first Missouri municipality to qual- 
ify for a loan and grant from the 
Public Works Administration is the 
town of Clarkton in Dunklin Coun- 
ty, which has completed arrange- 
ments to obtain $20,000 of Federal 
funds with which to install a water 
works system, 

The Southeastern Missouri village 
will receive an outright grant of 
not more than $6500 and a loan of 
the remaining funds needed to com- 
plete the water works. The loan 
will bear 4 per cent annual interest, 
payable semi-annually. 

Work on the Clarkton water 
works can be started within 30 days 
and be completed within four 
months. Thirty-three men will be 
employed.

Namm spoke particularly for 
clauses which would prohibit sales 
at less than net invoice cost, plus

“Price-Cutting Leads to War.” 


“Price-cutting begets price-cut- 
ting,” Namm said. “Retaliation by 
other retailers frequently results in 
a general price war, often entailing 
operating below cost. The losses 
involved fall ultimately upon labor, 
swelling the ranks of the unem- 
ployed. Manufacturers have also 
suffered, some being ‘chiseled’ 
down to the point of sweat shop 
production.” 

Namm said the experience of 
every merchant had proved that no 
store possibly could sell for less 
than invoice cost plus 10 per cent 
and “long survive without exploit- 
ing labor, misleading the consumer 
or unfairly injuring his competi- 
tors.” 

General underselling , claims 
Namm asserted, “represent the 
worst form or cut-throat competi- 
tion, a competition that is truly 
predatory because it plays upon 
competitors.” 

“This underseller pursues a re 
lentless attack upon neighboring 
stores,” he said. “When they set 
up a price, he knocks it down. 
When they meet that lower price, 
he cuts again and again. This type 
of price-cutter is a menace to busi- 
ness, to labor and to the general 
public and whether he be depart- 
ment store, chain store or inde- 
pendent merchant he should be 
suppressed.” 

Namm said that without the re- 
covery administration’s approval of 
the fair practice section of the 
code, “we cannot continue in busi-

Two other maids of the Lamsons 
have been subpenaed as witnesses, 
Mrs. Deltres Roberts Sorrenson, 
who was married a few days ago to 
a San Jose youth, and Clara Mal- 
witz, who preceded Mrs. Sorrenson 
as maid for the Lamson’s 20-month 
old daughter.

The bond proposal is to transfer 
$1,500,000 in bonds authorized for 
an unneeded rail approach of Mu- 
nicipal Bridge to the hospital fund. 
Construction of the hospital is un- 
der way but the city lacks funds 
to complete it. The defect in the 
drivers’ permit law was a provision 
for the issuance of the licenses by 
the Directors of Streets and Sewers. 
State law requires that all licenses 
shall be issued by the License Cok 
lector. 

Changes in the method of paying 
for street widenings, which were 
discussed last June, may be pro- 
posed as Charter amendments by 
the Board of Aldermen also. These 
and the bond proposition would be 
submitted at a special city elec- 
tion about the middle of November. 
The hospital bond proposal was 
submitted at the city election last 
April but lost by a narrow mar- 
gin. The regular aldermanic ses- 
sion was adjourned to Oct. 2.

“We have been paying and will 
continue to pay what each worker 
is worth on his or her own merit.”

ROOSEVELT ADVISES IN DISPUTE 
OF KANSAS CITY SOUTHERN 


Suggests Final Settlement of Labor 
Controversy Be Postponed Dur 
ing Recovery Efforts.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. #— 
A strong desire for peace between 
industry and labor was expressed 
by President Roosevelt in a letter 
discussing means of adjusting the 
Kansas City Southern Railway's 
dispute with trainmen over wages 
and working conditions. The letter, 
handed to C. E. Johnston, president 
of the Southern, after a conference 
with Roosevelt Saturday, was made 
public yesterday by Johnston in 
Walloon Lake, Mich.

sirable that in this critical period 
no active warfare between industry 
and labor should arise.”

utilities the benefit of rates based on 
what it would cost to reproduce in its en- 
tirety in 1929 the property of a utility, 
some of which was 20 or more years old 
all of which was depreciated or depleted? 
What utility cares to accept that theory 
now, when its property could be very 
cheaply reproduced? 

As for the 1929 price level, it hadi be- 
come so abnormal! that the old base year, 
1913, had to be discarded, and a com- 
posite of 1925-26 used; otherwise, the 
spread would have been too ridiculously 
great. The price level now has been 
below 1913. 

Prof. Stephéns did not even concern 
himself with ascertaining the value of 
the gas company’s property. As a gradu- 
ate ‘student in economics, I cannot un- 
derstand how anyone can give testimony 
bearing, impliedly or otherwise, as to 
the reasonableness of utility rates with- 
out considering in detail the basis on 
which rates are based, the company’s ac- 
tual property. Prof. Stephens may have 
performed a service for the gas com- 
pany, but certainly not one for the com- 
munity. 

Is the public, too, to have no benefits 
from natural gas? Furthermore, Prof. 
Stephens is apparently of that group who 
refuse to cunsider the effect of capital 
structure, remote financial control, stock 
speculations, etc.. on the property. Was 
not the last increase granted on an in- 
creased valuation brought about simply 
by a change of ownership’

Inflation and Credit. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NENT the renewed agitation for cur- 

rency inflation, people would have 
much more confidence in such a formula 
to revive business if the plan included 
provisions for concurrently contracting 
credit money in some rational rroportion 
to fhe expansion of currency, by requir- 
ing a much higher percentage of cash 
reserves on the part of the banks, and 
strict regulations and restraints on the 
issuance of ‘mortgages and equities on 
the part of banks, corporations, partner- 
ships and individuals. 

As the situation now exists and has 
existed, banks can theoretically expand 
credit money to some 10 times the 
amount of their actual cash money de- 
posits—the actual cash money deposits 
being required for reserves on the credit 
money deposits. Therefore,’ if currency 
is expanded without any provisions for 
simultaneously contracting credit money, 
@ greater cash money base is established 
on which to erect an even greater credit

highway system, the thrill of air travel, and air-con- 
ditioned trains, we have become such a roving band 
as the world has never known. We want to go some 
where, and Chicago offered us somewhere to go. She 
offered us something to see. She supplied the ob 
jective we need when we set out to enjoy modern 
transportation in its many attractive forms. 
, The result is that Chicago, which was deep in the 
doldrums, is her happy self again. She has the de- 
pression on the ropes. The ghastly prohibition era is 
over. John Hay said Chicago was the most American 
thing about America, and she is. America is indomit- 
able. She will not be licked. 

St. Louis might well learn something from the ex- 
perience of Chicago. The world is moving at a giddy 
pace. The tempo of life has been accelerated by in- 
vention until more happens in a decade than used 
to happen in a hundred years. If we were wise, we 
would project a fair of our own. A majority of the 
122,000,000 people in the United States live in the 
Mississippi Valley. To use a Western aphorism, they 
are rarin’ to go. 

Suppose we plan to have in 10 years a fair having 
aviation as its chief motif. Aviation is in its infancy. 
Ferhaps you read in last Sunday's Post-Dispatch 
what Charles E. Rosendahl, Lieutenant-Commander 
in the United States Navy, and former commander of 
the airships: Los Angeles and Akron, had to say 
about dirigibles. He says they are as safe as steam- 
ships. They are coming much faster than steamships 
came. We have only to learn how to make the people 
realize that this is so. 

The Graf Zeppelin flies on a regular schedule be- 
tween Germany and South America. She is now in 
the air on her fifth round trip this year. Last year, 
she made nine round trips across the Atlantic. On 
her trip around the world, she flew from Tokio to 
San Francisco in three days, over seas normally 
traversed by ships in three weeks. In five years, 


into distant parts of the world as regularly as steam- 
ships now cross the Atlantic. 

Meanwhile, the airplane is coming by leaps and 
bounds. Commercial air travel, which was slow to 
get started upon this side of the Atlantic, has im- 
meusely increased al! over the United States. It rose 
18 per cent in 1932, when it transported 540,681 rev- 
enue passengers, a new total for American air trans- 
port. For the first six months of 1933, 5241 more pas- 
sengers traveled by air on scheduled service than in 
the same period of last year. Meanwhile, air express 
rose in 1932 to 1,600,821 pounds, an increase of 500,-

St. Louis has been a colorful figure in the develop- 
ment of American aviation. The international air 
races here in 1923 were exceptionally successful. 
The first air mail ever carried in the United States 
was transported from the old Kinloch Field. 


An exposition in St. Louis, with the progress in air 
transport as its chief justification, could be made a) 


means of doing for St. Louis what the Chicago Fair 
has done for Chicago. The lengths to which all air 
transport will grow in the meantime are far be- 
yond our comprehension. If the Italians could send 
a fleet of seaplanes across the Atlantic to the Chi- 
cago Fair, what a picturesque place all ‘nations could 
make the sky at St. Louis in another 10 years! 
The location of St. Louis makes it a calling point 
for many of the country’s leading pilots during the 
course of each year. In the factories at the airport 
are manufactured the Curtiss-Condor, one of the 
largest airline ships now in use in this country, and 
the Monocoupe, one of the fastest of the small com- 
mercial planes. The airport itself was the first to 
get the ATA (highest) rating of the Department of 
Commerce, and, with other ATA’s since granted, it 
is still in a highly restricted class. Such a fair might 
also help bring back some of the things St. Louis has 
lost recently in aeronautics. 

The intervening time is no more than the city 
needs to prepare itself for such an event. We will 


have to extend the already excellent municipal flying 


field, and equip it with more hangars and with moor- 
ing masts. We have prestige in this field, leadership 
won for us by Lindbergh. We also have time to make 
the local river front an adornment, as Chicago has 
made the lake front an adornment. 

As a matter of fact, the incentive of the fair can 
be made the means of moving us upon the whole 
front of municipal improvement. We can make the 
new St. Louis, with its river parkway, its slum abate- 
ment, its smokelessness by the cheap use of natural 
gas, its completed municipal plaza, an attraction in 
itself. This is exactly what Chicago did. One of the 
unsightliest of American cities when she gave the Co- 
lumbian Exposition in 1893, she is revealed by the 
present Century of Progress Exposition as one of 
the most beautiful cities in the world. 

St. Louis should think it over. No modern city 
can sit down and wait for the world to come to it. 
We must attract the world, and Chicago has shown. 
us how to do it. At a time when we were told the 
exposition idea was dead, that San Francisco had 
given the last exposition, that the people were tired 
of sublimated county fairs, the inspired city by Lake 
Michigan bestirred herself and proved te us that ex- 
positions are also in their infancy. 

It is we who are getting old and jaded. ‘The world 
is ever fresh and young. It has wonderful surprises 
in store for us—far more, to paraphrase Hamlet, than 
are ever dreamed of in our philosophy. 


UNION ELECTRIC REDUCES RATES. 

Nothing better illustrates the changing times than 
the voluntary rate reduction in the St. Louis district 
just announced by the Union Electric Light 4 
Power Co. 

Five years ago, the then City Counselor, 
C. Muench, made a spirited fight for lower electric 
rates in the St. Louis district. Alleging that Union 
Electric was collecting profits of more than $1;000,000 
a year in excess of a fair return upon its investment, 
Judge Muench fought a losing fight, which cost elec- 
tric consumers in the district approximately $1,000,000. 

Now comes the company with a voluntary reduc- 
tion approximating that denied five years ago. It 
announces that the saving to consumers in the dis- 
trict will be about $1,600,000 a year; that electric 
rates in the St. Louis district will be as low as any- 
where else in the United States. 

When the devil was sick the devil a monk would be. 
if the charges of the city were true, Union Electric 
has taken approximately $5,000,000 in ill-gotten gains 
from the consumers in the district since Judge 
Muench first took up arms against it. Meanwhile, 
sentiment for public ownership of the utilities has 
been rapidly gaining ground throughout the country. 
It has made a strong impression upon the Board of 
Aldermen of St. Louis. Clayton, Maplewood, Washing- 
ton, Pacific and De Soto, ail served by Union Elec- 
tric, are inquiring about public ownership. The 
Mayor of St. Charles is seeking public works money 
with which to build a municipal lighting plant. All 
these towns share in the rate reduction. St. Charles, 
which refused to grant a franchise extension for re 
duction, gets the reduction without extending the 
franchise.

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LEGAL QUESTIONS AND PUBLIC WORKS. 

Gov. Park promises to include the subject of public 
works in his expected call for a special session of 
the Legislature, if he finds that legislation is neces- 
sary to harmonize the laws of the State with the 
Federal public works program. 

It is a knotty question, and one which calls for 


may make loans to states, counties or municipalities, 
without regard to any stete constitutional or legal 
restrictions on their right to borrow money. It is 
not known, however, whether this Federal waiver is 
sufficient to permit states, counties and municipali- 
ties to go ahead. Attorney-General McKittrick thinks 
not. He believes the State Constitution would first 
have to be amended. 

As pointed out in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, 
Section 12, Article X, restricts State subdivisions with 
a population of less than 75,000 to an indebtedness of 
5 per cent of assessed valuation. Cities of more 
than 75,000 population may incur a debt of 10 per 
cent of assessed valuation. Furthermore, such cities, 
upon approval of four-sevenths of the voters, may in 
addition issue public utility bonds amounting to not 
more than 20 per cent of assessed valuation. Proceeds 
of such bonds shall be used for water, gas, electric, 
street railway, telephone or other public utility 
Plants. Also cities of less than 30,000 population may 
incur an additional debt of 16 per cent-of assessed 
valuation for purchase of public utility plants, with 
the consent of two-thirds of the voters. How mahy 
political subdivisions are already indebted up to con- 
stitutional limits?

One More Situation to Complete 
the Series. 

When should you take the strain 
off your partner, after the bidding 
has been one heart by you, one 
spade, one no trump, two hearts, by 
next bidding three no trumps? This 
is a far less obvious decision than 
bidding four hearts at this point; 
and there is a temptation to pass 
the buck and bid two no trumps, 
making your partner suffer again. 

However, if the partnership con- 
fidence is to be preserved, it must 
be based not only on willingness to 
defer decisions to each other, but 
also on willingness to take the re- 
sponsibility when you have the ma- 
terial for it yourself. In this par- 
ticular bidding situation, the neces- 
sity for such action comes when 
you' look to your partner’s suit only 
to stop the enemy from running off 
tricks in it against you, and are 
prepared to try for eight tricks in 
the other three suits. 

Knowledge that your partner has 
four hearts is now valuable in two 
ways: (a), if it assures you that you 
are unlikely to lose any trick in 
the suit, and (b) because the fourth 
heart is likely to be a re-entry in 
dummy permitting an essential 
lead from there toward your own 
hand. I think the solidity of your 
own heart suit is an extremely, if 
mot decisively, important factor 
here; and you should play your 
partner for at least one card as 
high as a queen in one of the unbid 
suits, though he cannot show it by 
his bidding. Probabilities, not stone 
certainties, are what we ‘want for 
game contracts. After all, if your 
partner lacks any outside high card 
but does have some tops in the suit 
he has bid, you are probably just 
as well off—and now the opening 
lead is less likely to be in spades, 
and more likely to be into a tenace

First Aid in Heart 
Attacks 


HAT can be done, in the na- 
W ture of first aid, for the heart 

attack sufferer? 
While awaiting the arrival of the 
doctor, who should be summoned 
immediately, the sufferer should be 
kept as quiet as possible. All ex- 
cited people should be excluded 
from his presence. 


The term heart attack may be 
used to describe the condition of 
emotional or physical shock in 
which the nervous system, primari- 
ly, and the circulatory system only 
secondarily, are affected. 


Or again, by heart attack we may 
mean heart failure. Heart failure 
always shows itself by difficulty in 
breathing, severe pain in the 
chest, and blueness of the lips. 


In heart failure, there is an in- 
terference with the circulation of 
the blood through the lungs 
through the heart muscle, and 
through the body as a whole. 
When the heart attack sufferer 
is blue in the face and struggling 
for breath, he should be kept in a 
sitting position, and be supplied 
with as much fresh air as possible. 
The person in shock usually is 
pale and collapsed, with a very fee- 
ble circulation. He may be uncon- 
scious; his skin is usually clammy 
and moist, but he is not blue. Such 
a person should be laid perfectly 
flat, as an aid to the circulation of 
the blood through the brain and 
vital organs, 

To summarize it, therefore, the 
“blue” person should be “sat up” 
and the “white” one “laid down.” 
The Patient with heart failure 
usually will find it more comfort- 
able if he can leah his elbows on a 
table or the back of a_ chair, 
bracing his shoulders and aiding in 
his efforts to breathe. 

Except for aromatic spirits of 
ammonia, and a small quantity of 
whisky, which might be given to 
the sufferer from a heart attack, 
he should not be medicated unless 
he has been previously instructed 
by his physicjan.
